"POPULAR AMUSEMENT.S" 


Disconrse of Bey. J. M. Faltón on This 
Theme—The Sobject Ably 
Handled. 


That learned young divine, Rev. J.M. 
i'ulton, of the Second 
Presbyterian 
charch, yesterday, chose for his subjects 
"Popular Amusements." 
At the morn- 
ing service he took "Popular Amuse- 
ments and Christianity," and we take 
pleasure in giving the following brief 
outline of his sermon: 


First, Christianity attempts to force 
no new chapter into the world's code of 
morals. 
Right has been right, and 
/ 
wrong has been wrong since the world 
began. 
Obligation rests on all alike. 
If an amusement is right, a christian 
may engage in it; if it is wrong, no one 
may. 


Second. 
Christianity 
attempts to 
force nothing out of the world which has 
a right here. 
Here is where Christianity 
is misrepresented and tactooed by votar- 
ies of sinful pleasure. 
Church is repre- 
sented as a sort of house of correction to 
prepare for death—a graveyard of all 
pleasures. 


Third. 
There is a right and proper 
place in the world for amusement. 
God 
has put mirth in the soul. Life has its 
play side, and to protest against amuse- 
ment is to protest against a mental and 
moral necessity. 


Fourth. 
Christians 
are 
free to 
amusement if they have the warrant 
"without sin," and the measure, "with- 
out excess." 
If sinful, they are to be 
let alone. 
If innocent, have a guard 
against their perils. 
We are not to give 
up everything that may be carried to 
excess—then we should have to give up 
eating, economy and driving. 
"You 
must not take the first step in order to 
avoid the last," is beyond scripture war- 
rant. 
Put on brakes just where brakes 
are needed, 
and not when running 
smoothly on a level. 
But be tbe master 
of your amusements and let them not 
master you. 


Fifth. A christian should be entirely 
too free to want to live iu amusements. 
"If ye be disposed to go," says St. Paul; 
as much as to say, " I do hope you will 
not be so disposed," I leave you free to 
amusements, but I do ihope you will be 
entirely too free to want them. 
St. 
Paul himself did not. 
Many of the 
saintliest christians do not. 
While they 
may come down at times and touch the 
plane of nature in many ways of play- 
fulness and to keep off the moroseness of a 
too rigid and total separation from the 
socialities and playtimes of the world, 
yet it will not be to launch themselves on 
the high tides of excitement and be car- 
ried away with it. 
While engaging in 
many of the world's amusement, on the 
part of christians, is not wrong, yet it re- 
veals a leanness of soul, a poverty of 
spirit. 
Many persons are contriving 
how to be a christian without being a 
saintly person, or being so much in love 
of Qod as to be drawn away from selfish 
pleasures. 


The evening theme was 
"Popular 
Amusement and Morality." 


First—Morality 
permits 
innocent 
amusements, not a sin per ae, such as 
chess, cards, croquet, billiards, if kept 
pure in their surroundings and not car- 
ried to excess. 
The injurious tenden- 
cies here are, (1) a waste of time, (2) 
a waste of money, (8) a waste of life 
force, (4) a waste of the opportunities 
iven for repentance. 
Second—Morality does not permit sin- 
ful pleasures, such as balls, opera and 
theatre. 
Only time to speak of the ball 
It is not a sin theoretically, but we don't 
dance theoretically, and practically the 
ball room dance is a sin. 
The apologies 
offered in its behalf are worthless. 
Call 
to the witness stand worldly Christians, 
Mr. Unchristian, Mr. Fast Young Man, 
Miss Impurity, and they all put forth a 
testimony in favor of the ball. But Mr. 
Morality. Mr. Christianity, Mr. Spir- 
ituality and the Bible all testify against 
i t

The Sermon Yesterday of Rev. Dr. Bar- 
tOD, Who Attended the Anarchists 
Daring Their Last Hours. 


CHICAOO, 
NOV. 21.—The Rev. Dr. 
Bolton, of the First Methodist church, 
who attended the executed anarchists 
during their last hours, CDmpared their 
death with that of the impenitent thief 
who was crucified with Jesus. 
Fielden 
and Schwab he likened to the thief on 
the cross who sought forgiveness. 
Dr. 
Bolton's comparison was the subject 
chosen yesterday by him for his regular 
weekly sermon. 
The preacher describ- 
ed the anarchists, nervously walking 
from the door to the back of their cells, 
walking like cage i tigers when all hope 
of escape was gone. 
Three of these men 
call for and receive liquors, one declines, 
but asks for a cup of strong coffee, which 
is given him. 
"Now," he says, " I die 
like Jesus did, at the hand of my mur- 
derers." 
"Why" I asked. 
"Because I 
cannot help it." They move to the 
soaflold, when the caps fall over their 
eyes, light is shut out, they see each 
other no more and are stimulated no 
more by the presence of 
the offi- 
cials and the newspaper men, whom 
they 
look upon 
as 
their enemies. 
They begin to speak, 
but Oh! the 
last wistfu), pale, unearthly look of one 
them to me as the cap fell over his face 
and he began, "not knowing what he 
was saying," to talk. 
Thus they die, 
unrepentant, recklessly, without hope 
and 10,000 will take the courage to do 
their works of violence and die in sin as 
these men died.

OCEAN m S T E R ! 


One Hundred and Forty Lives Sapposed 
to Have Been Lost by a Collision 
in the English Channel. 


LONDON, NOV. 
21. —The Netherlands 
ine steamship W, A. Schölten, which 
sailed from Rotterdam for New York 
came into collision, ten miles off Dover, 
at 10 o'clock Saturday night, with the 
steamer Rosa Mary, and sank almost 
immediately. 
The Schölten had on 
board passengers and crew to the num- 
ber of 230, and of these only ninety are 
known to nave been saved. 
Of the re- 
maining 140, twenty-seven have been 
landed at Dover, dead, and fears are en- 
tertained that the others were also lost, 
though a few may have been picked up 
by passing vessels.

—viz., first thirteen, and again 2x8x3 
-=13. 
He composed just 
thirteen 
works. His first, ajid determining im- 
pression in favorfoii^a dramatic career 
was formed on tlie 13th of the month. 
He was influenced in his choice em- 
phatically by hearing "Weber's "Freis 
chutz" and by Wilhelmine Schroeder 
der Devrient. 
The latter went on the 
stage Oct. 13, 1819, and "Freischutz" 
was completed May 13, 1820, and first 
performed in Dresden, Wagner's home, 
1822 (Ix8x2x2=-13.) 
Weber died in 
Wagner's 13th year. 
Wagner's first 
public appearance as a musical person 
age dates from the year he entered the 
Leipsic university as a student of mu- 
sic—1813 (1x8x1x3-13.) 
The stage at 
Biga, where he became director, was 
opened Sept, 13, 1837, and he there be 
gan the composition of "Rienzi," which 
he completed in Paris in 1840 (1x8x1x0 
—13.) April 13, 1845, he completed 
"Tannhausar," and it Was performed in 
Paris, March 13, 1861, and Aug. 13, 
1876, he began the first of his Bayreuth 
dramas. 
Sept 13, 1882, was Wagner' 
last day at Bayreuth before leaving for 
Venice. He saw Liszt for the last time 
in Venice Jan. 13, 1883, and he died 
Feb. 13, in the 13th year of the new
